REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1904. 


At the annual district meeting held March, 1903, Mary E. 
Manning was re-elected member of the school board for the 
ensuing three years and also treasurer for one year. 

The school board met and organized as follows: President 
and secretary, Arthur W. Holbrook; treasurer, Mary E. Man- 
ning. 

The districts were divided into three sections for special 
supervision and furnishing supplies. 

Schools Nos. 1, 9, and 10 were assigned to Miss Mary E. 
Manning; Nos. 2, 3, 4, and 5 to William M. Patten; Nos. 6, 
7, and 8 to Arthur W. Holbrook. 

Thirty weeks of school have been furnished as usual to each 
district with the exception of Nos. 7 and 9. Miss Electa 
Wakefield of Manchester commenced the spring term in No. 7, 
but on account of failing health was obliged to resign, for 
which reason the school was closed and the children attended 
Nos. 1 and 6 for the remainder of the year. The number of 
pupils in No. 9 having been reduced to four, the school was 
closed during the winter term, a part of the children going to 
No. 1 and the others to No. 10. 

The fall term of No. 6 was commenced by Miss Margareta 
Vittum, but on account of sickness Miss Gyrta Bartlett fin- 
ished the term and also taught the winter term. Miss Vit- 
tum returned in the winter to District No. 4 in place of Miss 
Amy R. French, who resigned. 

Several of the teachers of the past year have taught for the 
first time with good success. It is a disadvantage to any 
school to have a frequent change of teachers even though their 
work be ever so earnest and faithful. 

For the winter the attendance has not been of the best; the 
extremely cold weather and the great quantity of snow has 
been a hindrance to punctuality. Fortunately an extra week 
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was added to, the spring and fall terms, shortening the winter 
one to eight weeks. 

But these are not the only reasons for absence. If all par- 
ents would require of their children regular attendance unless 
prevented by sickness, it would be much better for all con- 
cerned. Education is something which every child should ap- 
preciate and desire. We have tried to impress upon all the 
children its importance, and with the earnest help of the par- 
ents we think it could be brought about to a greater extent. 

The treasurer presents the following summary of school ex- 
penses for the year. It will be seen that $595.71 is left on 
hand, about $275.00 of which was saved by closing Nos. 7 
and 9 schools a part of the year. ‘This makes it unnecessary to 
call for any extra money for the ensuing year:
